One of the two men 
charged in the horrific 
abuse of Didsbury dog 
Daisy Duke has pleaded 
guilty. 

The man, who was 17 at 
the time of the offence and 
therefore cannot be 
named, pleaded guilty in 
Didsbury provincial youth 
court to the charge of 
causing unnecessary suf¬ 
fering to an animal. He will 
be sentenced May 10. 

“It’s good to know,” said 
Didsbury mayor Dorothy 
Moore. “I think pleading 
guilty is a step in the right 
direction, for sure.” 

On Oct. 8, police discov¬ 
ered an injured female eol- 
lie-Lab cross called Daisy 
Duke lying severely 
injured on a Didsbury 
street. 

The animal had its legs 
bound with duct tape, a 
plastic bag over its head, 
and a tow rope tied around 
its neck. Its back, pelvis 
and neck had been broken. 

During last week’s court 
appearance, Judge Peter 
Barley ordered presen¬ 
tence, psychiatric and psy¬ 
chological reports pre¬ 
pared on the 18-year-old 
accused. 

Prosecutor Richelle 
Freiheit told the judge the 
Crown will be seeking a 
non-custodial sentence for 
the man. 

“If the gateway to cus¬ 
tody had been open, the 
Crown would have been 
seeking incarceration,” 
said Freiheit. 

Following court, Freiheit 
said she may be asking the 
judge to impose a so-called 
intensive support and 
supervision order for two 
years. 

“That is essentially a 
ramped up probation 
order. A lot of that will 
depend on what the 
reports say," she said.

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Planning commission approves daycare expansion 

Neighbouring seniors oppose move

A Didsbury daycare has plans to move and expand 
despite concerns from nearby residents. 

The town’s municipal planning commission 
approved an application from Kidz Playhouse Daycare 
to relocate to the lower level of the College Green 
Medical Centre on 20 Avenue in Didsbury. 

About 10 seniors who live in condominiums near the 
proposed daycare told the planning commission they 
don’t want the noise of a daycare nearby. 

“They rest in the afternoon and they thought if the 
children were right outside their door that they would¬ 
n’t be able to rest properly,” said Henry Goerzen, pres¬ 
ident of the College Green homeowner’s association. 

“They thought this would be a quiet, even tide of 
life.” 

Dale Tomlinson, spokesperson for the daycare own¬ 
ers, said they’re willing to work with their new neigh¬ 
bours to minimize noise and disruption. 

"We are a much-needed facility providing a valuable 
service to the town,” he said. 

“We feel this is too important to be stopped by a 


small percentage of people." 

The new daycare centre will accommodate 62 chil¬ 
dren - about three times the daycare's current capaci¬ 
ty

every week we’re turning people away who won’t even 
go on the list because they need childcare now,” said 


Corrie Tomlinson, co-owner of the daycare. 

Ernest Neufeld, representing the Campus Green sen¬ 
iors’ residence, also near the proposed daycare, said 
the seniors there welcome the presence of children. 
Campus Green is already near another daycare in 
town. 

“Two of (the residents) came to me and told me they 
just love to watch those children and hear them play 
out there,” he said. “The overwhelming agreement is 
they’d like to see it because they’re kind of afraid that 
something else will come in that would be worse." 

Planning commission members said they thought the 
disturbance to seniors would be negligible. 

“It just doesn’t go very far with me,” said Ernie 
Ryckman, town councillor, of the neigbours' com¬ 
plaints. 

Bob Davidson, also a town councillor, said Didsbury 
needs this daycare development. 

“To me, this is an ideal situation for development in 
this town so I am all for it," he said. 

Tomlinson said she and her business partner, Shirley 
Doell, are ready to buy the space now that the town 
has approved the move. 


Fingers crossed for July trail opening

Plans are underway to celebrate the 
opening of the first mile of Didsbury's 
Centennial Trail this July. 

The long-awaited trail system will 
start out in Centennial Park, at 16 Street 
and Highway 582, where it will connect 
three new baseball diantonds. 

The town had hoped to finish the first 
mile last fall, but Dale Kiesman, 
Didsbury’s former public works manag¬ 
er, said the weather didn’t co-operate. 

“Winter came too early and it lasted 
too long,” he said.

and the ball diamonds ready in time for 
a July celebration. 

Funding is 
already in place to 
complete the first 
mile of trail, but 
Flack said the 
committee will 
continue to 

fundraise for the 
rest of the town¬ 
wide trail in years 
to come. 

“Just to pave 
one mile of trail is 
very expensive," 
she said, adding 
that it costs about 
$160,000 in today's dollars, but that cost 
is sure to rise with the booming econo¬ 
my. 


Didsbury’s trail system has been in the 
works since 2004, when town council 
made it a priority to create a town-wide 
trail. 

“Council has made a commitment to 
due diligence and what they do, they do 
once and for all,” said Dorothy Moore, 
Didsbury’s mayor. 

“It means that we do it right or we 
don’t do it at all, and that’s why it’s been 
so long.” 

The first mile will be part of a larger 
trail system connecting the entire town.

The health region is increasing fund¬ 
ing for seniors who need the most care 
at Didsbury’s lodge. 

“(It's a) significant funding increase,” 
said Doreen Wilson, chief administra¬ 
tive officer for Mountain View Seniors’ 
Housing. “We will be 
getting some addition¬ 
al staffing hours.” 

The increased 
resources will go 
towards the 

Designated Assisted 
Living (DAL) program 
at Didsbury’s Aspen 
Ridge Lodge. The DAL 
program provides 30 
spaces for seniors 
who need 24-hour 
unscheduled care. 

The Calgary Health 
Region is changing the 
way the program is 
staffed, and 

spokesperson Lori Anderson said this 
will mean more resources and staff for 
those who need the most care. 


“There would be more assistance 
available within the lodge,” she said. 

“Improved continuity of care and 
access to resources such as recreation 
therapy. ...There’s just a higher level of 
care provided and supports.” 

Wilson said she’s in the process of 
submitting documents to the health 
region to prove Didsbury’s DAL pro¬ 
gram meets standards 
and confirm the new 
funding. She said she 
has no doubt Didsbury’s 
program meets the 
health region’s stan¬ 
dards. 

“I think that we have 
wonderful staff that help 
to run the program so I 
would think it probably 
is a model for rural 
areas," she said. “We’re 
fairly unique too 
because we’re a smaller 
facility.” 

Didsbury has the only 
rural DAL program in 
the health region, which also includes 
other areas outside Calgary, such as 
Okotoks and High River. 


Government officials 
plan to be in town tomor¬ 
row to announce long- 
awaited funding towards 
a new seniors’ lodge in 
Olds. 

MLA Greg Melchin, 

Minister of Seniors and 
Community Supports, 
will join area MLA 
Richard Marz at Mount 
View Lodge in Olds to 
announce what’s expect¬ 
ed to be millions in fund¬ 
ing towards a new lodge. 

Department officials 
declined to comment on 
the specifics of the announcement, pre¬ 
ferring to wait until the actual 
announcement is made Wednesday. 

“There will be an announcement on 
Wednesday about a new lodge," said 
Robyn Hamer, a department spokesper¬ 
son. 


Flans for a new seniors’ lodge in Olds 
have been on hold since the province 
denied a major grant for the project ear¬ 
lier this year. 

The complex set to 
replace the aging and 
outdated Mount View 
Lodge in Olds has been 
in the works for 
months now. 

After being turned 
down for its first grant 
application for the 
project, Mountain View 
Seniors’ Housing has 
been waiting since last 
month to see if it 
would get the $6-mil- 
lion-dollar grant from 
the province. 

Last fall, the organization discovered 
it could cost $19 million to go ahead 
with plans for a lodge and a life-lease 
building on the Olds site. Since then, the 
organization has asked its architect to 
simplify the design to reduce costs.

Rodeo 101

Brace yourself, Didsbury. I’m 
about to reveal a fact about 
myself some of you may find 
horrifying. You may not like it, 
but you can hardly blame me - 
I know nothing about rodeo. 
That is, 1 knew nothing - not a 
single fact - until last Thursday, when I had the 
privilege of attending rodeo school. That’s 
right, it does exist, arranged by the wonderful 
people at the Calgary Stampede, specifically 
for rodeo ignoramuses like myself. 

And oh, what an education it was. I believe I 
sat through the entire class slack-jawed, look¬ 
ing slightly confused, as genuine cowboys 
went over the ins and outs of bareback riding, 
bull riding, saddle bronc, tie-down roping and 
the like. Let me get this straight - you willing¬ 
ly attach yourself to an animal that has been 
raised with minimal human contact so as to try 
and violently fling you off its back? Er, sounds 
like fun. 

All sarcasm aside, while it still sounds a bit 
insane to me, I did learn a few surprising 
things. For instance, some cowboys do ballet 
and gymnastics to improve their balance. That 
certainly creates an interesting mental picture. 
And fancy this: spurs aren’t just for decora¬ 
tion! They actually roll conveniently across the 
animal’s skin. 

Which brings me to the issue of treatment of 
animals. I admit, I had heard the stories of 
pinching and tying and prodding certain parts 
of the bull or horse to get the appropriate reac¬ 
tion. Turns out (thankfully) they’re not true. 
But I still don’t blame those horses and bulls 
for bucking like they do and refusing to return 
to the pen afterwards - I think they’re entitled 
to any form of rebellion they can grasp. 
Although when you add up the time actually 
spent “performing” in eight-second intervals 
over the course of a year, perhaps rodeo ani¬ 
mals wouldn’t be considered the hardest-work¬ 
ing livestock ever. 

To put my new rodeo education to work, I 
was lucky enough to watch some actual 
rodeo events. It’s definitely a lot more excit¬ 
ing when you see the real thing, live in front 
of you. I couldn’t help but get caught up, 
slack-jawed and wide-eyed once again. That 
is, until one cowboy fell off his horse and 
could barely limp back to the gate. Even 
though he had willingly mounted the horse, I 
couldn’t help but be upset at the sight of an 
injured human being. Afterwards, one of the 
trainers told me the cowboy was fine. He 
actually said he doesn’t see many severe 
injuries. Just the occasional torn bicep. 
Ouch. 

And that was the end of my rodeo education. 
After all I learned, the question of ‘why?’ still 
floats through my mind. Part of me will never 
be able to shake the idea that cowboys must be 
a bit crazy. But at least now I know the basics, 
so next time someone mentions bull riding or 
saddle bronc, I won’t look so confused.

Good people of Didsbury and Olds 
area, did you know that in your com¬ 
munities lives an abuser of women, 
children and pets? He presents him¬ 
self as a good partner and dad who is 
employed and only a few know the 
truth about who he really is. He car¬ 
ries on with his life in these commu¬ 
nities and looks like a regular citizen. 
He could be your coworker, your 
neighbour, a relative or your friend. 

He chooses his victims carefully - a 
single mother is perfect for him. 
Soon he wants her to have a child 
with him, and that’s when he starts to 
show what he really is. In short order 
he separates his new partner from 
her friends and family, and then, 
because females and kids are objects 
to him, the abuse really begins. As his 
partner is now financially dependent, 
he controls everything, including 
how she dresses, whether or not she 
is allowed out and when and to 
whom she can speak. He is also 
extremely jealous and physically vio¬ 
lent, along with being verbally abu¬ 
sive. And yes he has been known to 


kill a small family pet with his bare 
hands when it annoyed him. I shud¬ 
der to think of the damage caused to 
now six children at his hands. I have 
personal knowledge of two of his vic¬ 
tims and their children. 

Some may excuse his behaviour 
because he was raised in an abusive 
home, they have no compassion for 
these victims, they choose to look 
the other way. To them I say, you 
cowards, how dare you not lift a fin¬ 
ger to help these women and chil¬ 
dren. The cycle of abuse must be 
stopped and we must all step up to 
the plate and speak out, loudly 
against this crime. This is the third 
generation of abuse in this family 
that I know of. 

How would you feel if one of these 
unfortunate women was your loved 
one? Would you stand up and do 
something or would you just look 
away and let him damage the lives of 
many more? 

I beg of you all, watch your daugh¬ 
ters, sisters and friends .This person 
is not as he first appears, and many 


women are too scared and ashamed 
to tell anyone until they or their chil¬ 
dren are in fear for their lives. 

Please be aware in any changes 
that occur with your loved ones after 
they start a new relationship. 

Do they seem worried or fearful or 
anxious? Are they seeing or talking 
to you as much as before? Do the 
children appear happy or are they 
scared and timid? Don’t be afraid to 
ask hard questions, if you notice 
changes as t hese victims are often so 
afraid, they can’t speak out. Better a 
few awkward moments than perma¬ 
nent damage done to another woman 
and her children. 

Let’s all be aware of what is right 
under our noses and recognize that 
this abuse affects the victims for the 
rest of their lives. Don’t be afraid to 
take a stand against domestic abuse. 
It’s time we all stood up together and 
did something about this crime 
together before more lives are dam¬ 
aged.

Hockey was different 
when Herman Epp was a 
young boy.

“We had nothing else. 
We had hockey, and we 
would give our eye teeth 
to play hockey." 

Miller McCoy can back 
that up. 

“The rink rats, there 
w r as five or six of us, we 
had free ice. They would 
leave one string of lights 
on in the middle (of the 
arena) from five until 
seven - it opened again at 
seven for public skating - 
and we used to get an 
hour, an hour an a half 
playing shinny and then 
had to scrape the ice, just 
for free.

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Tragedy sparks review of school security

Colleges and schools 
across central Allx’rta are 
reviewing their respective 
security plans in the wake of 
last week’s shooting of 33 
people at a Virginia 
University, say officials. 

The Chinook’s Edge 
School Division will lie look¬ 
ing over existing policies 
with an eye to possible 
improvements, said superin¬ 
tendent Jint Gibbons. 

Security plans in place in 
all Chinooks Edge schools 
are ii|vto-date and effective, 
he said. Those plans include 
what to do if an intruder or 
intruders come into a school. 

“It’s a drill we do two or 
three times a year,” said 
Gibbons. “Students an' away 
from any windows. If an 
intruder is found in a school, 
teachers and staff liave been 
briefed to respond to a 
coded phrase from the office 
to want them that an intrud¬ 
er is in the school.

Thirty-two students, staff 
members and others wen’ 
killinl at the Virginia Tech 
University on April 1(5. The 
gunman, a 23-year-old stu¬ 
dent armed with handguns, 
also took his own life. 

A Chinook’s Edge-wide 
threat assessment was 
recently completed by Kevin 
Cameron, an expert in iden¬ 
tifying threats in schools and 
a dinx’tor of the Canadian 
Centre for Threat 
Assessment and Trauma 
Response. 

“He discussed how to rec¬ 
ognize students who might 
be at risk and how do you 
recognize the levels of risk, 
including from youngsters 
who may not have shown 
any signs. That’s what we 
learned, that there are signs 
and don’t just dismiss it as 


kids being kids," said 
Gibbons. 

A one-day seminar was 
also recently held to discuss 
the risk assessment. 

All administrators in the 


division attended the event, 
as well as RCMP representa¬ 
tives, mayors of some towns, 
students and family services 
workers, and others. 

As a followup, conununi- 
ties in the division will soon 
tie asked to assemble so- 
called threat assessment 
teams comprised of RCMP, 
teachers, counsellors, social 
workers, wellness workers 
and others. 

“That’s what you need to 
do, looking not only at the 


threat assessment teams 
together so they an' ready to 
identify and respond." 

The board recently 
informed parents through a 
mailout about the division’s 
new no repli¬ 
ca gun poli¬ 
cy, where 
students are 
reminded 
never to 
bring toy 
guns onto 
school 
grounds. 

“Weapons 
are very seri¬ 
ous even if 
they are toy 
ones,” he 
said. “We 
have no tol¬ 
erance on 
weapons, on 
firearms.” 
Wild Rose 
MP Myron Thompson, who 
is a former principal and 
teacher at Sundre High 
School, said the tragedy 
should prompt schools and 
colleges to ensure their 
respective security meas¬ 
ures are up-to-date and effec¬ 
tive. 

“1 think all the colleges and 
schools should be getting 
good security in place in 
terms of being able to spot 
these sort of things, so they 
can spot something of this 


done to protect these jieople 
who itre in these vulnerable 
positions.” 

Olds College was quick to 
reac t to news of the sh<x>t- 
ing, informing security offi¬ 
cials, said Stewart MacNabb, 
VP of Student and Support 
Services. 

“The health and wellness 
of students and staff and vis¬ 
itors to our campus is always 
our number one priority,” 
said MacNabb. “Part of this 
is our security department 
t hat provides 24 hour securi¬ 
ty year-round. Tluit’s in place 
already. We work very close¬ 
ly Ix’tween our security and 
the RCMP when that is nec¬ 
essary." 

The college lias a strict no- 
weapons policy in place. The 
policy reads: 

“Students, staff and guests 
arc’ prohibited from using or 
having any firearms, explo¬ 
sive substance, anununition 
or weapon in their posses¬ 
sion anywhere on campus. 
Aty jx’rson found to have an 
unauthorized (weapon) is 
subject to being reported to 
the RCMP and dealt with by 
the College under the Code 
of Conduct.” 

“We an’ quite content with 
what we have in plac e* right 
now,” he said. “We always 
review things on an ongoing 
basis. One of the things we 
arc* doing right now with the

“Under the circumstances 
we met with everybody 
involved with security and 
reviewed what our plans are 
and make sure everyone Is 
aware of the circumstances.” 

There arc* between 6,000 
and 7,000 people on campus 
every weekday.

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Minister defends continued health-care premiums 

Average family spends $1,100 per year

The Stelmach government was not prepared to eliminate 
health-care premiums in the 2007-2008 budget because the $1 
billion loss in revenue could have pushed Alberta into a 
deficit position, said the Treasury Board president. 

In a teleconference with rural Alberta newspaper staff last 
Friday, Minister Lloyd Snelgrove, president of the Ttvasuiy 
Board, was asked why the premiums remain in place. 

“The problem is we are at a $2.2 billion surplus and we 
know, and hav e identified in our projections, that because of 
the volatility of re “source revenue we could have a two or 
three billion swing,” said Snelgrove. “If we were to take die 
current $1 billion out of the budget by eliminating health-care 
premiums, it would possibly put us in a deficit situation.” 

He said Albertans realize health care is not free and that 
Alberta is spending more on health care per capita than any 
other province. 

“We we're simply not able in these times to do it this ye'ar.” 

Asked if the premiums will be eliminated in 2008-2009, he* 
replied, “1 can’t tell you. 1 know we have seen very strong and 
solid growth from the corporate tax base 1 . We’ve seen an 
increase in personal tax base-. 1 think Albertans will have a far 
better understanding of our resource revenue opportunities 
when the (resource royalty) review is completed this year. 

“If then- is new information about that then we would 
address the total review of our tax policies at that time.” 

Following the budget release on Thursday, opposition 
liberals and NDP MPs renewed calls for elimination of the 
premiums, which cost the average family about $ 1,100 a year

The budget increased tobacco taxes by $5 (16 per cent) to 
$37 per carton. 

Snelgrove said whether the new taxes will discourage 
youth smoking remains to be seen. 

“I don’t know if we will ever get at the level of what is the 
level to act as a deterrent,” said Snelgrove. “I think we have a 
large population of young people with a very healthy cash 
flow situation. Do we want to discourage smoking particular¬ 
ly among our young people? Absolutely. I know the health 
minister is working on other initiatives." 

Asked about ambulance funding, Snelgrove said, “There is 
no clear-cut winner in the system for ambulance delivery.
